British, French and Italian 
missions 
-were scarcely lost to sight, and their 
flags were still flying from government 
buildings when Russian and 
Belgian 
flues were hung alongside and a series 
of "^reotinga" were arranged for by the 
cabinet and congress, and as soon as a 
pollto interchange 
of 
courtesie-s had 
taken place between President Wilson 
and Uie hearts of the missions, a series 
of social events in their honor began. 
Both missions came before congress to 
express their appreciation of what Is 
being rtortfl for their countries.

perfect English. 
The Russian mission 


in housed in a magnificent private resi- 
dence in Sheridan Circle, and the Bel- 
gian 
mission has the million dollar 
mansion of Lars AntlerHoti placed at its 
disposal during itfi stay. 
Outside these 
two splendid mansions stand guards 
from the militia, with guns across their 
.shoulders; a cordon of police and secret 
service men arc also there, while the 
Bi Igtan -and Russian nags 
of huge 
dimensions fly from tho house tops In 
each case.

In tne 
Krcat drawing room of the Jennings 
mansion where they are staying they 
fou'nil awaiting them Ambassador Bakh- 
racleff. dressed in a business suit such

during the morning hours, 
but sur- 
rounded by a ataff of tall Ruaslana In 
uniforms of khaki coat, blue trousers 
and black leather leggings 
reaching 
above the knee. 
The coats wore true 
Russian blouses, belts and all. 
The 
amlmssador spcsiks Knglish without «\ 
ti*.cc of foreign accent and wo politely 
tried to pucker our mouths (o the prop- 
er point and acknowledge presentations 
to 
Sfirguicvsky, Poushk'areff, Medzik- 
hovsky, Kalpaschnlkoff and others of 
the mission whoso names need a 'rapid 
tiring gattling- gun to help get them 
oft your tongue.

The suffragette pickets at the White 


House hoped for arrest, and they got 
it- 
But they \vent to the police sta- 
tion bannerless and with the traitor- 
or,t> words of the now famous — or infa- 
mous — yellow and white

standard tucked carefully away in the 
pc-cket of a burly policeman to be held 
as evidence. 
In -"the 
crowd which 
called out tho police t<i quell the riot 
woro ninny men, who helped trample 
down the disloyal flagy-but Mrs. Rich- 
ardson of Missouri carried oft" the hon- 
or"* for she pulled out 'more hair from 
the head of Standard Bearer Hunkins, 
than Miss liunkins got from hers. And 
when each woman got to the police 
station she wns holding tight in.

the two women, a considerable part of
